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Plans for dealing with ‘illegals: drawn

WASHINGTON (NC)—Most Americans ~ 


are ambivalent about illegal aliens, called 
“undocumented workers,” according to 
Leonel Castillo commissioner of the U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS). 

“On the one hand, ” he told NC News in 
an interview, “most of us come from 
immigrant families. Over 100 million 
U.S. citizens can very easily trace their 
roots to some other place. 


“SO WE KIND of admire them and their 
willingness to work, their ambition and all 
of the things that we like to think that our 
grandparents had, and that the young 
people are losing. 

“On the other hand, we also worry that 
they're taking jobs U.S. citizens should 
have.”

Employer penalties and amnesty for 
illegals who came to the United States 
before Jan. 1, 1970, are among the 
proposals that make-up the Carter 
administration’s efforts to deal with the 
complex problem of illegal immigrants. 


The most. controversial administration 
proposal, Castillo said, would allow 


undocumented workers who came into 
the United States after Jan. 1, 1970, but 
before Jan. 1, 1977, tostay as “temporary”

Abortion—moral depravity

The moral depravity of the world is 
manifested in abortion, according to 
Bishop Leo T.. Maher. 


In a letter commemorating the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling on liberalized 
abortion, addressed to the people of 
the diocese, the bishop writes: 
“Abortion remains the one crime 
which as scarcely any other manifests 


and characterizes the moral depravity. 


of the modern world.” 


‘He recalls that while world leaders 
constantly search for ways to “stop 
senseless killing and war”, five years 
ago the Supreme Court “virtually 
denied unborn children in the United 
States any effective legal protection 
for their right to life.” 


Bishop Maher encourages all who 


can to take part in marches for life on 
Sunday, Jan. 22, throughout the 


diocese (see page 3) and states 


that the “‘sacredness of human 
life’ as “one of Christianity’s oldest 
traditions” must not be subject to 
“mercurial shifts in popular opinion.” 


~The recent progress in court 
decisions is noted by the bishop, but, 


he adds, “There still has been no real 


progress in providing protection. for 
the right to life of the unborn child 
throughout pregnancy.” 


He calls for new efforts to pass a 
constitutional amendment and says 
the current anniversary “affords the 
right moment to encourage active 
involvement in the democratic 
process in establishing law and social 
policies that protect and sustain all 
human lives, including the lives of 
unborn children.”

“A LOT OF THE Hispanic leadership, 
some of the leadership in the church and 
some other groups are opposed to that 
provision because they argue that it’s 
too harsh—we're going to let the people 
work, but not go on welfare or receive 
social services.”

| run a constant risk of being deported, a 
constant risk of getting exploited, preyed 
upon, abused. 


“Further, by the end of five years, 
regardless of what the Congress does, I'll 
have 10 years here and I'll have some 
roots here. I'll have a chance to maybe 
develop some other ways of trying to 
become a legal immigrant. I’ve got other: 
prospects that | never will have a chance 
to get if | don’t register.” 


Hispanic, church and other groups 
have objected to penalties for employers 
hiring illegal aliens on civil rights grounds. 
They believe such laws would lead to 
discrimination against people, even

CASTILLO SAID the administration tried 


to deal-_with this problem by tightening up 
legislative language and focusing on 
employers with a pattern of violating the 
law. The administration proposal would 
also make knowingly hiring illegals a civil, 
not a criminal violation. 


Castillo said the INS has also stopped 
the practice of raids on public places 
where illegals are often found. He said this 
was a result of pressure from both the 
public and the courts. 


The INS enforcement emphasis is now 
on the borders and places of entry suchas 
airports, Castillo said, noting that it is

cheaper to stop someone at the border 
than to track him down in the middle of 
Chicago. 


HE SAID THE INS is also focusing on 
smugglers of illegal aliens. He said he has 
put 150 people to work full time on fighting 
smugglers, the largest effort in the 
service’s history.

person and that hundreds of thousands of 


sophisticated, almost travel agency-type 
operations that even find you documents 


_and jobs, contacts, transit points, and we 


have some that are simply weekend 
smugglers,” he said. 


BUT IN THE long run, Castillo believes, 
the only solution is economic develop- 
ment in countries such as Mexico, which 
now supplies 50 to 60 percent of all illegal 
immigrants. 


“All of the interviews we've had with the 
Mexicans indicate that the great majority 
would rather not come. The great majority 
would rather live in Mexico, but they can’t 
because there are no jobs.” 


Stewardship °78 begins Sunday

Between this Sunday, Jan. 22 and 
Easter (March 26) the annual Stewardship 
program for the diocese will be in motion. 


Meetings with priests from throughout 
the diocese this week enable Bishop Leo 
T. Maher and the 1978 Stewardship 
director, Msgr. Rudolph Galindo, to 
explain some changed procedures in the 
distribution of funds and to show the 
growing need for the program. 


EXPANSION OF population within the 
diocesan area means additional calls for 
church programs and services, according 
to Msgr. Galindo. This, in turn, calls for 
continued effort to recruit the time, talent 
and treasure needed to meet the 
demands. 


Bishop Maher was to explain to clergy 
that new goals had to be set for the 
expanding requirements of CCD pro- 
grams, adult education, youth ministries 
and school department expansion. 


“Now there has been added to that 
fulltime ministries for jails, diocesan 
evangelization program, diocesan 
education for the Spanish-speaking, 
diocesan pastoral council secretariat, 
communications program and_ special 
education for the handicapped,’ said the 
bishop in a letter to clergy. 


HE CITED THE increase in population in 
San Diego county alone—64,000 last 
year—as an indication of the growing 
diocesan responsibilities. 


At the meetings this Thursday and 
Friday (Jan. 19 and 20) in San Bernardino 
and Chula Vista, in addition to Bishop 


-Maher and Msgr. Galindo, presentations 


are to be made on the total teaching 
mission of the church and by Father 
Robert Gavotto, OSA, vice chancellor and 
director of the newly established program 
of evangelization for the diocese. 


“The church here in San Diego diocese 
sees before her an immense multitude of 
people who hunger for the gospel,” said 
Bishop Maher in his message to priests. 
“Each parish, or even communities within 
parishes, must become nurseries of 
evangelization.” 


THE STEWARDSHIP timetable, which 
starts with the meetings with clergy this 
week moves into parish activity and 
solicitation during the remainder. of the 
month. The first commitment Sunday is 
set for Feb. 5, the last Sunday before Lent. 


Included in the suggested operational 
procedures are ‘“‘phonathons” in parishes 


to contact parishioners who do not make . 


an early commitment. 


The final report from parishes would 
come during the week before Holy Week, 
with the close on Easter Sunday.

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The Polish bishops have warned 
that unless Poles reject the model of 
the one- or two-child family, the 
country faces disaster. Being a 
disciple of Christ, they said, forces the 
rejection of an attitude of indifference 
toward threats against human life. 


In receiving the credentials of the 
British minister to the Holy See Jan.

Nearly 100 religious leaders, 
including 10 Catholic bishops, 
launched a campaign to organize 
churches and church members 
around the world against the spread of 
nuclear weapons and facilities. They 
signed a “New Year's Pastoral Letter of 
Human Survival.” 


A pro-life organization will take over 
the Kennedy Center for the Perfor- 
ming Arts concert hall in Washington 
on Jan. 22 with a two-hour Concert of 
Stars to benefit pro-life political 
candidates.

Take Christ in music out into

“Unless you take your experience of 
Christ in this music and go out and be that 
experience, this workshop doesn’t mean 
anything,” Grayson Warren Brown told 
participants in his Afro-American 
Liturgical Workshop last weekend. 


Brown, 29, a liturgist, composer and 
choir director, from New York had just led 
the group of about 75 at St. Rita parish, 
San Diego, through the lively, emotional 
and inspirational gospel music used at the 
closing liturgy. 


HE TOLD THE group that if they would 
let it, the worship experience in this music. 
would make them stronger Christians. 


“Like Jesus we have to be about 


preaching the good news of liberation to | 


the poor, through our actions. 


“The poor have to look at us and say, 
‘What is it that makes you care about me?’ 


“If people are not coming up to you,” 
Brown said, “and saying, ‘| want to know 
more about your Lord,’ then all the singing, 
dancing, and the alleluias don’t mean a 
thing.” 


MORE THAN 100 registered for the 
three-day workshop conducted by Brown 
who was aided by Larry Adams on the 
piano and Myrtle Bailey, background 
singer. 


But Brown chided the black community 
for not having a larger turnout. “The 
committee planning the workshop did a 
wonderful job,” but its up to the people 
coming to bring at least five others with 
them, he said. 


The closing liturgy was concelebrated 
by Father Giles Conwill, former associate 
at St. Rita and on loan from the diocese to 
the National Office of Black Catholics, 
Washington, DC, as director of vocations. 


THE NEARLY two-hour mass featured- 


Brown’s compositions, which he had 
rehearsed with the participants during the 
first two days of the workshop. 


During the offertory Brown lead the 
congregation in the chorus: “God has 
smiled on me. He’s been good to me. He 
has set me free.” 


And for the mystery of faith: “Jesus died 
upon the cross. Christ arose from the 
dead. And just as sure as the sun will rise, 
Jesus Christ, my Lord and my Savior, will 
come again.” 


DURING THE rehearsals Brown said he 
wrote that because the usual response 
seemed so automatic, ‘like people 
pushed a button. P 


“| figured you couldn’t say all those 
words without feeling something.” 


Brown told SC, he’s “trying to reintro- 
duce the gifts of blackness, of soul, and 
‘affective’ worship into the Catholic 
liturgy.” 


HE DESCRIBED affective liturgy as a 
liturgy of feeling, where the emotions can 
by stirred. He said the vehicle for liturgy in 
the church is not affective. 


world to show others his love 


“People in general are looking for an 
experience with Christ as opposed to 
theology, doctrine, dogmas,” Brown said. 


“The poor, oppressed people need to 
experience Christ. Those people live with 
feeling. They need to go where they can 
feel the Lord and let the pressure out.” God 
has to be as real to them as their 
oppression, he added. 


BROWN WAS A Catholic church 
organist in Brooklyn for 15 years, In the 
early 1960s Father Clarence Rivers, the 
black priest-composer came out with the 
American mass program, Brown related. 
It pointed out how little of good black 
music there was in the church, he added. 


“When | saw how people could be 
moved by this music and how little of it 
there was, | had to get into it and write 
more of it.” 


He has composed Mass for a Soulful 
People and has recorded an album, 
Hymns of a Soulful People. 


“ANYBODY CAN get into this type of 
music and be touched—have an exper- 
ience with Christ,” Brown said. 


“I tell white groups to use it, enjoy it as a 
black gift to the church.” 


The liturgical weekend was followed by 
two evenings of workshops on black 
culture as it relates to the Catholic faith, 
conducted by Father Conwill. 
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Pro-abortion forces will stop 
at nothing, warns theologian

A warning that the pro-abortion 
movement will stop’at nothing was given 
by a Protestant theologian at the annual 
dinner of the San Diego Pro-Life League, 
Jan. 14. 


Rev. Harold O.J. Brown, professor of 
systematic theology at Trinity Evangelical 
School, Deefield, Ill., said there are three 
main characteristics of the current pro- 
abortion campaign: 


—The abortion movement is stopping at 
nothing to achieve its ends and promotes 
abortion at any time in pregnancy, even 
though “they admit that at about the fifth 
month a child is viable;” 


—They wish to deprive pro-life groups of 
their right to speak by trying to introduce 
the separation of church and state into the 
debate; and 


—There is active promotion of abortion 
as a desirable end to pregnancy. 


“We should not be ashamed of our pro- 
life position,” Dr. Brown told the 300 
persons at the dinner. “Medical, biblical 
and biological_truth is on our side.” 

He told his audience that they should 
not be intimidated. “In protecting the child 
we are protecting the woman,” he said. “If 
we are intimidated from speaking out, 
then we are: not fulfilling our duty as 


_ citizens of the United States.” 


QUOTING SEVERAL extracts from 
scriptures, the theologian and author of 


PRO-LIFE—Joe Fischer, president 
of San Diego Pro-Life League, 
discusses the book “Death before 


the book Death before Birth said the goal 
of the pro-abortion movement is not to 
point to the need of a woman in trouble, 
but “to abolish the slavery which is forced 
on women by their children.” 


He added that in feminism today “there 
is no room for mothers and motherhood. 
Feminism, consciously or unconsciously, 
fights against woman as mother.” 


HE REGRETTED that abortion “has 
become the preferred method of dealing 
with pregnancy. It’s become the first 
choice, not the last,” he said. 


Quoting from Jeremiah, the Psalms and 
Luke, Dr. Brown cited texts which indicate 
that life begins from conception and that 
humans are made in the image of God. 
“The Bible declares God’s judgment on 
those who shed innocent blood,” he said 
as he referred to verses in Deuteronomy. 


Joe Fischer, president of San Diego Pro- 
Life League reported that the dinner 
attendance was the largest yet in the five 
years since the annual function began. 


AMONG THOSE whom he introduced 
were four students at University of 
California, San Diego, who held out against 
paying student fees which included 


_ indirect financing of abortions. 


“By agreement between them and the 
UC regents, they have now won full 
privileges as fully registered students,” he 
announced. He also said four other 
students had joined in the anti-abortion 
protest at UCSD. :

Catholics around diocese to march, pray for life

For many Catholics this Sunday, it will 
be first to mass, then to march. 

This is the first year that Jan. 22, 
the anniversary of the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s ruling legalizing abortion, has 
fallen on a Sunday. 

Throughout the diocese, state and 
nation Catholics will participate in 
marches and other activities on the fifth 
“Day of Infamy.” 


IN SAN DIEGO, some 3,000 marchers 
are expected to assemble at 1:30 p.m. 
Sunday, at the Community Concourse 
plaza for a series of short speeches and 
songs. Radio personality Joe Bauer will 
emcee the program. 

The march will begin at 2 p.m. from the 
C Street entrance of the concourse. 


This year’s march will feature contin- 
gents from the Knights of Columbus, the 
Ancient Order of the Hibernians with pipes 
and drums, nurses for life attired in 
uniforms, and a new nonsectarian group, 
Women Who Want to Be Women. 


Buses are expected from several 


parishes including Our Lady of Grace, El 
Cajon; Santa Sophia, Spring Valley; St. 
John of the Cross, Lemon Grove; Guardian 
Angels, Santee, and St. Columba, San 
Diego. 

A Novena of masses for life began 
Saturday, Jan. 15, at Our Lady of Grace. 


The remaining masses are at 5:30 p.m. 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and noon 
Sunday, after which the bus will leave for 
the San Diego march. 


IN RIVERSIDE, 300 are expected for a 
memorial prayer service and a march to 
begin at 1 p.m. at 14th and Pine streets. 


The procession will end at the city 
courthouse where pro-life speeches will 
be made and a white dove, symbolizing 
the souls of the aborted unborn, will be 
presented to Congressman George Brown 
or a staff member. 


IN SAN BERNARDINO, a march will be 
held on Saturday, Jan. 21, at 1 p.m. 
Marchers are expected to begin assem- 
bling at 12:15 p.m. at Pioneer Park. 
Speeches will follow the march. 


IN COACHELLA VALLEY pro-life 
supporters have been invited to a “mass of 
roses” at noon Sunday at Our Lady of 
Solitude, church, Palm Springs. 

Catholic Daughters of America, Court 
Madonna, will lead the procession. An 
expectant mother is expected to carry 
roses to the altar to symbolize the prayers 
for life. 

Following the mass, a pro-life education 
session will be held in the parish hall. It will 
include pro-life sign-ups, a showing of the 
film The First Days of Life and a talk-by 
Jeannette Dreisbach, a California Pro-Life 
Council speaker. 

IN BARSTOW letters on the pro-life 


movement will be circulated in the St. 
Joseph parish bulletin, and several from 
the parish are expected to attend the San 
Bernardino march Saturday. 


For the San Diego march invitations 
were sent to 165 clergy, politicians, 
professionals and civic leaders to lead the 
march. Sixty-one have accepted, 51 have 
declined and 53 have not answered. 


Among the 16 priests who have 
accepted are Msgr. |. Brent Eagen, 
diocesan chancellor, and Msgr. John 
Purcell, retired, former vicar general for 
the diocese. 

ELECTED OFFICIALS include Assembly- 
man Peter Chacon, San Diego City 
Councilman Fred Schnaubelt and former 
Councilman Lee Hubbard. 

Indications of support have been 
received from Congressman Robert 
Badham, state Sen. Bob Wilson and 
Assemblymen William Craven and Jim 
Ellis. 


IN SACRAMENTO. on Monday, some ~ 
3,000 pro-life advocates from: throughout 
the state, including the San Diego diocese, 
will converge on the state capitol.

A time to keep

Do we see a church dividing? © 


At a time when desegregation of the schools is a 
nationwide topic and a local practicality, do we see 
signs of a church becoming more and more 
segregated in terms of ethnic or other divisions? 


The question was “prompted by the Afro- 
American Liturgical Workshop which was held last 
weekend in San Diego and by an irate telephone 
caller who unburdened her feelings at length, as a 
“colored woman” who had no time for such 
“segregation” as she called it. 


The. caller, Mrs Mary Letcher Sanchez, 
condemned anything in the church which - 


separated groups, by race or by color, by 
background or by heritage. “Why am | supposed to 


- be called Afro-American, when | am nothing of the 


kind?” she exclaimed. “I think it is-wrong to call 
people by colors. | don’t appreciate someone 
supposedly representing me and calling me an 
Afro-American.” 


Divisions by ethnic labels 


In this diocese we officially havé a commission 
for black Catholics, an office of ethnic affairs anda 
National Spanish Speaking Conference. There are 
unofficial cultural groups for Polish, Irish and other 
Americans, but no official diocesan functions. 


Is there a danger that, in asserting a national 
heritage or a racial characteristic, we might 
introduce discord and disunity instead of the unity 
that Christ called for, prayed for, “that we be as 
one’? On the one hand we appear to be very worried 
that children of all races and colors should mix at 
schools in order to assimilate cross cultures, and 
on the other hand we seem to accentuate more and 
more the differences within our religious groups. 


Refreshing, renewing beauty 


There is no doubt that there is very great beauty 
and fervor in what we have come to respect as 
“black” ways of celebrating liturgy. The same 
applies to the essentially Spanish’ language 
liturgies here with their own variety of 
temperament and response. The church is richer 
in total as we share the plurality of our differences, 
but the church would be poorer if these were to 
become divisive ingredients. 

As Father Clarence Rivers, the black liturgist and 
composer, said in an article in the Southern Cross, 


* the church has much to gain from the “refreshing, 
renewing and inspirational experience” that black. 


worship can be. Last weekend’s workshop helped 
all races to gain some of this experience. 


Mrs. Sanchez fears division. She said, in her call, 
“Do we want black and white Catholic churches, 
like they have black and white Baptist churches?” 
And we've all seen President Carter’s problem in 
that respect. ~ 


Are we developing black or Hispanic churches, 
separate and different from the mainstream? The 


question perhaps needs posing, honestly, because - 


the greatest evil we can perpetrate and perpetuate 
is disunity. Disunity has always rent the world apart. 
It is the direct antithesis of Christ’s message. 


Hitler a bishop? 


A recent story in an Italian magazine, based on 
interviews with Adolf Hitler’s relatives, indicated he 


once had illusions of becoming a bishop. The Nazi 
dictator, after a restless period in his childhood 
became “obsessed with the idea of becoming a 
bishop,” said his, first cousin, Anton Schmidt. 
“When he came to our home in Spital, he built an 
altar with some benches and pretended to say 
mass. Then he demanded that all his playmates 
kiss his hands.” 


Not new to prison work 


Father James E. Hannan, the Augustinian who 
has just been appointed as chaplain to the San 
Diego County jail and its problems, is anold hand at 
the game. He was a chaplain in the Korean war and 
retired in 1976 from the US Air Force Reserve. 


He is presently prior of the local Augustinian 
community and has assisted in correctional and 
religious work at the Federal prison camp at Eglin 
AFB, Florida, and the skyscraper Metropolitan 
Correctional Center in the heart of downtown San 
Diego. aie 

There’s been a recurring problem at San Diego 
County jail—and maybe at others—concerning the 
identity of visiting ministers or chaplains. It’s easy 
for Catholic and certain Protestant chaplains to be 
recognized, jail officials admit, but when it comes 
to some’ of the more obscure “ministers” who 
represent some rather strange “religions” there isa 
difficulty. “Ordination” as a minister can be 
obtained for a few dollars by mail, and cases have 
occurred where such “ministers” demand access 
to prisoners on the basis of their “ministry”. 


In future, it is planned to accept only those 
ministers authorized by the official jail chaplain, 
who issues an identity card for admission. 

New Zealand example 
After a marathon debate the New Zealand 


parliament passed a law which almost nullifies the 


kind of abortion on demand we have in this country. 
The new law particularly cuts back in the area of 
abortion for social or economic reasons and rejects 
abnormality of the unborn as a reason for abortion. 
It also sets up a supervisory authority to see that the 
law is observed. 


Opponents of the legislation were more than | 
_ vociferous. Soon after the law was passed painted ~ 


slogans began to appear on the houses of leading 
politicians who supported the law and the walls of 
Catholic churches. Some of the slogans were at this 
kind of gutter level: “If priests became pregnant 
this would be an abortion shrine.” : 


Baptism of infants 


The question of baptism of infants has been 
discussed here before, Now | see that Bishop Elden 
Curtiss of Helena, Montana, has said that unless 
the parents and godparents are willing to share 
their faith with their child, infant baptism 
“becomes an empty gesture and meaningless sign 
pointing nowhere.” 

“The very least we should require for infant 
baptism is the willingness of parents and 
godparents to share their faith and_ their 
participation in the Christian community with their 
child,” he wrote in his diocesan newspaper.

Abandonment—the let go and let 
God idea—does not entail a shedding 
of personal responsibility, but an 
increase of it. if we are to abandon our 
lives to God, we should, at least, 
ensure that we are offering him 
something viable—something he can 
work with and in and through. 


Perhaps what sums it up is that 


Mix and match the maxims 


other challenge we know so well: 
“Work as if everything depended upon 
you and pray as if everything depends 
upon. God.” It is not. action, positive 
and persevering action, that we are 
called to abdicate, but anxiety and the 
fear that inhibits so many of our 
reactions. 


THERE IS SOMETIMES a tendency 
to pray and sit back to wait for God to 
change the order-of events and 
accomplish what we, by rights, ought 
to do. It may be very commendable to 
expect God to work miracles for us— 
God knows he must do just that daily 
to ‘enable us to survive our foolish- 
nesses and errors. But it does not 
remove from us the always urgent 
necessity to seek to direct our own 
affairs to the best of our ability and aid 
others as well as ourselves whenever 
we can. 


God did not create .us puppets 


whose purpose is to hang loose until © 


he jerks our strings. He created 
beings to work in cooperation with 
him and each other, beings in his 


image, formed to live and love in . 


union with each other yet individually 
responsible and responsive, depen- 
dent yet autonomous. 


So if we are to be what he intends us 
to be, we have to live a kind of paradox. 
Taking firm control of our lives and 
decisions, believing all things 
possible, we still live in subjugation, 
willing bondage, to him. 


THIS IS THE way of true lovers! True 
lovers will always recognize their 
individual need to develop as 
separate persons and, to a certain 
extent, live their own lives. Yet by the 
very nature of their love, the dominant 
element in their relationship will be 
deference and reverence for the 
other. 


There is a kind of self-imposed 
restriction which, paradoxically again, 
is not restrictive at all, but liberating. 
There is a voluntary submission, 
mutual and exclusive, each to the 
other. ; i 


In such a relationship there is no 
place for fear or anxiety and trust and 
forgiveness are never in question. It is 


the quality of divine love which marks - 


the ultimate form of human love. 


GOD ASKS THIS of us. In his own 
never faltering love and trust he urges 
us, in many overt and covert ways, to 
“let go” and let him enter into such a 
trustful union with us. At the same 
time, he expects us to take responsi- 
bility for our greater development as 
human beings and to take steps to 
accomplish where our talents lead us, 
and face life confidently. 

The best lovers will always encour- 
age each other to strive to reach 
greater heights of achievement in 
whatever fields they work best. They 
will always encourage the other to 
become more resilient and more 
capable of coping with the vagaries of 
life. 

When we look towards the greatest 
lover of all, and sense, however 
fleetingly, the strength of his 
presence, it is easy to reconcile our- 
two maxims. Then, in utmost confi- 
dence, we can let go and let God, 


. certain that he will always be on hand 


to help those who help themselves!

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Trouble in the ‘family’ 
The Catholic laity has 
changed since Vatican Il

A cartoon appeared a few months ago in 
the student newspaper of a major university 
in New York which showed a panel of bishops 
sitting around a table placed in front of the 
altar of an empty church. The caption read, 
“Well, we’ve'solved the birth control problem, 
the abortion problem, the celibacy problem 
and the problem of women priests. Now what 
are we going to do about the attendance 
problem?” 


At first look, the cartoon appeared 
comically irreverent and made me smile. A 
second look made me think; and by the third 
look the provocative implications of the 
message had me searching for truth. 


THE CARTOONIST was no doubt 
implying that solongas the church holds to its 
current position of these different issues, it is 
going to lose its members. In other words, the 
assumption is that modern, educated 
Catholics will not obey church laws anymore 
solely because “Rome has spoken.” 


I think that is an overly simplistic and 
incomplete assumption. I wouldn’t deny that 
a developing problem in the church has been 
the decline in church attendance. But I 
question whether the attendance slippage, 
. already starting to show a reversal, is due to 
the church’s position on the difficult moral 
and theological issues of the day. 


I think we’re experiencing some trouble in 
the “family” for a range of complicated 
reasons, one of which is clearly because the 
Catholic laity has changed. 


AS AMERICAN Catholics, individually, 
we are the product of a learning, inquisitive 
society, not conditioned to accepting 
explanations unless we clearly understand 
them. Collectively, since the experience of 


Vatican II, we have matured as the People of 
God. 


Both factors have resulted in a Catholic 
laity which is getting restless for a deeper 
religious content, for a church which helps us 
“energize” our lives with the presence of God. 


This doesn’t mean that Catholics are 
rebelling against the authority of the church. 
Rather, it indicates that “mature” Catholics 
are searching for truth.

Whispering in the wilderness 


By Father Francis X. Murphy, CSSR. 


Among the theologians 
who rose to worldwide 
prominence at Vatican 
Council II, no one has been 
the object of greater venera- 
tion or more intense. repu- 
diation than the 65-year-old 
German Redemptorist, 
Father Bernard Haering. 


Long before the Council 
he had achieved recognition 
as one of the church’s lead- 
ing moralists. In 1954 with 
his “(Das Gestex Christ” 
" ial (The Law of Christ), he ful- 
filled a need—a Se updated approach to the church’s 
moral teaching—clamored for by theologians for decades. 


THE RESULT of his intense pastoral experience, this 
integrated achievement gave a revolutionary upsurge to the 
development of the church’s moral consciousness. It was a 
primary influence that led directly to the Council’s Pastoral 
Constitution on the Church in Today’s World. 


Born in the Bavarian Black Forest on Nov. 10, 1912, Bernard 
Haering was educated in the Redemptorist studentate at Gars- 
am-Inn and ordained in May 1939. Inducted into the German 
army as a medical corpsman, he was adopted by a Polish village 
as its parish priest after the rout of the German march on 
Moscow. 


After the war he completed graduate studies in sociology and 
religion at Tuebingen and led a team researching moral values 
under Cardinal Wendel in Munich. 


THE RESULT of this project was a series of monographs on 
the Sociology of Marriage, the Good and the Holy leading 
to his monumental Law of Christ. 


Almost immediately translated into all the western languages 
—the Italian version has a foreword by the Archbishop of 


Milan, Giovanni Battista Montini—the book was crucial in 
changing the direction of Catholic moral endeavor from an “a 
priori” approach to an existentialistic realism. Only after a 
comprehensive understanding of the factual situation were 
gospel solutions to be applied to moral dilemmas. 


Called to Rome in 1958 as a founder of the Redemptorist 
Academia Alfonsiana, the graduate faculty of Moral Theology 
for the Lateran University, Father Haering quickly achieved 
recognition as a leading, experimental moralist and was 
appointed a “peritus” or expert in the preparatory 
commissions of Vatican Council II. 


HE PLAYED a principal part in reorienting the Council’s 
thinking in both the doctrinal and the moral spheres that led to 
the Dogmatic Constitution on the Church, Lumen gentium. 
He served as relator or official spokesman for the commission 
that produced the earlier versions of the Pastoral Constitution 
Guadiem et spes. 


Personally attacked for his advanced views by Cardinal 
Ottaviani, Archbishop Pietro Parente, and other Holy Office 
members, he served as an unperturbable support for Cardinals 
Suenens, Doepfner, Ritter, Leger, Lercaro and the progressive 
prelates determined to achieved Pope John’s dream of an 
updated church. 


One of John’s last actions was a thank-you: note to Father 
Haering for his optimistic summary of the Council’s first 
session in his “Johannine Council” that the dying pontiff had on 
his bedside table. 


AT THE REQUEST of the newly elected Pope Paul VI, 


Father Haering preached the annual retreat to the Holy Father 


and the Roman Curia at the beginning of Lent 1964. In 
requesting this service, Pope Paul told him personally to speak 
“sine timore, senza paura”—without fear. 


At the close of the Council, the Redemptorist moralist began 
a travelling lecture series that took him all over the world, 
spreading the good news of.the Council’s achievement. 
Without neglecting his regular classroom lectures and the 
onerous direction of dissertations, he produced over a dozen 
full-length books on burning moral issues troubling both the 
churches and civil society. 


He served on innumerable panels concerned with economic 
and social problems in his native Germany, and gave invaluable 
support to literally hundreds of religious congregations of 
women whose attempt to carry out the directives for renewal 
authorized by the Council were being blocked by the Vatican’s 
Congregation for Religious. 


HE DISPLEASED Pope Paul by reacting strongly against 
the papal encyclical, Humanae Vitae but was assured by the 
Secretary of State, Cardinal Cicognani, that the Holy Father 
had no intention of interfering with his liberty to pursue his 
function as a moral theologian. 


After several skirmishes with the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, he was given what he considered the 
highest accolade possible. “Father Haering,” a Vatican official 
told him, “it is obvious that you have no ambition to achieve a 
high rank in the church.” 


In his everyday life, Father Haering has the gift of using time 
with total efficiency while exhibiting unperturbed affability with 
visitors and friends. An early riser, he prefers to celebrate a 
parish mass whenever possible. 


WHILE TEACHING at the Catholic University of America 
in Washington, for instance, he lived at the Jesuit Holy Trinity 
rectory and took a regular turn at saying weekday and Sunday 
masses. On returning from Tokyo or Bombay, from Capetown 
or Bogota, he insists on celebrating a parish mass in San 
Alfonso, the Redemptorist church in Rome, preaching and 
hearing confessions regularly. 


An apostle of the realistic, he has turned out janaeserabke 
books and articles tackling directly the existentialistic 
problems confronting parents and teenagers, politicians and 
the medical profession, the rich, the poor, the exploiter and the 
exploited of all three worlds. 


Recently struck with cancer of the throat, he has been heroic 
in the patience with which he has suffered this affliction. With 
supreme trust in God’s providence, he has undergone surgery 
with the physician’s promise that it will restore 50 percent of his 
speech. 


FOR A MAN as theologically loquacious as Father Haering, 
this affliction is an inconscionable burden. But he accepts it 
with the equanimity with which he has faced adversity—the 
displeasure of the Ronan Curia, the occasionally vile attacks 
on his integrity. 


In a recent note, to a friend, he summed up his current frame 
of mind. “By God’s providence his voice has been reduced toa 
whisper; but by his mercy, it looks as though he'll be a voice 
whispering in the wilderness for a good while longer.”

Reform fun to rebellion

Martin Luther was born on Nov. 11 or 12, 
1483 in Eisleben, Germany. He started his 
education at the age of five, and by age 18, he 

was ready for the University of Erfurt, where 
he proved an able student. 

Bowing to his father’s wishes he entered 
the school of law. But hardly had he started 
his legal studies when an accident brought 
them to a sudden halt and changed the whole 
course of his life, not to mention the course of 
western Christian history. 


RETURNING TO the university one day 
he was thrown from his horse by a bolt of 
lightning. In terror he promised St. Anne 
that if he survived he would enter the religious 
life. This decision, however, was not as abrupt 
as it might appear. He had been reared ina 
strict religious atmosphere and was deeply 
pious. 

He entered the austere Augustinian 

_ novitiate in 1505 over the loud protests of his 
parents. In July, 1506, he took solemn vows 
and on April 3, 1507, was ordained a priest. 
Only then did he take up the study of 
theology. 

He was gifted and made rapid progress. 
After a short while he.was sent to the 
University of Wittenberg to teach ethics, 
meanwhile continuing his theological studies. 
By 1512 he had received his doctorate and 
was appointed to the faculty of theology as 
professor of scripture. 


THIS WAS much to his liking, as he had 


little taste for either philosophy or systematic 
theology. He much preferred the writings of 
the mystics and the scriptures, St. Paul in 
particular. His resultant lack of strict 
theological discipline and precision left him 
pretty much to his own devices, a situation 
which was to lead him into rather serious 
error as the years went on. 

No one approaches the study of theology 


or the scriptures with complete objectivity. - 


One’s studies are inevitably colored by 
personal preoccupations and problems. And 
Luther, as even his most sympathetic 
biographers agree, had more than his share of 
problems. 


He was*generous, sincere, and genuinely * 


pious. But “he was fear-ridden, guilt-haunted, 
a natural depressive...with the violent 
alternations of hope and despair, of joy and 
depression, which characterize the type; and, 
always, his anxieties about himself were the 
main activity of his inner life’ (Hughes, A 
History of the Church, vol. 3). 


HE COULD not shake the obsessive 
feeling that he was damned. Eventually he 
found an answer in his personal reading and 
interpretation of St. Paul, an interpretation 
quite at variance with the centuries-old 
teaching of the church. : 

But there were factors other than the 
narrowly personal that influenced Luther. 
The chruch of his day was corrupt, crying to 
heaven for reform. This Was as true in his own 
Germany as in Italy and elsewhere. 

The archbishop of Magdeburg was the 


— 


dissolute 23-year-old Prince Albrecht of 


_ Brandenburg. He also controlled the diocese 


of Halberstadt and managed to get himself 
elected archbishop of the Primatial See of 
Mainz. 


IN ORDER TO maintain this scandalous 
and completely uncanonical state of affairs, 
Albrecht had to pay Rome a vast amount of 
money, somewhere in the neighborhood of $2 
million. A powerful German banking firm lent 
him the money. To repay, he had to make an 
even shadier deal with Rome, a deal which 
catapulted Luther onto the stage of Europe 
history. 

Pope Innocent X, in order to rebuild St. 
Peter’s Basilica, announced a plenary 
indulgence which one could gain by 
contributing to the project. At first the 
archbishop would not drain off too much local 
revenue. But finally he agreed, if Rome would 
let him keep half of the take. With this he 
would repay the bankers, who set up a desk 
alongside the preacher’s platform so as to 
keep accurate count of the contributed 
money. 

To, make matters even worse, the official 


_ preacher, Johann Teltzel, distorted the 


accepted teaching on indulgences and taught 
that in order to gain a plenary indulgence for a, 
departed soul, it was not necessary to be in 
the state of grace; just to contribute the 
money. 


THIS WAS MORE than Luther could 
stand. He wrote a protest to the archbishop 
and nailed 95 theses to the church door in 
Wittenberg inviting anyone to debate with 
him the question of indulgences. 

Both the archbishop and the Roman Curia 
were alarmed at this threat to their 
anticipated income. A complex series of 
events was set in motion which ended in a 
definitive sentence of excommunication on- 
dan. 3, 1521. 
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Martin Luther 


Those who had the responsibility for 
implementing the excommunication did 
nothing about it, realizing its motivation, and 
Luther went on preaching and writing. The 
rest is history. 


IN 1535 Luther married Katherina von 
Bora, an ex-nun who had been in various 
convents since the age of five. They had six 
children and adopted 11 orphans. 


All this while he worked indefatigably, 
teaching at the university and producing in all 
400 works which fill 100 volumes. He died of a 
stroke in the place of his birth, Eisleben, on 
Feb. 16, 1546. He was 62. 


His influence on history is incalculable. 
Eager for the reform of the church, he met a 
brick wall and turned to rebellion. But he was 
also used shamefully by political powers who 
saw in him a tool for breaking the tyranny of 
Rome. 


History plays no favorites t in choosing its 
victims.

them, recognising that they were only strangers and nomads 
on earth. People who use such terms about themselves make it 
quite plain that they are in search of their real homeland.”

Society has to stop forcing women to the 
abortion tables. Unfortunately, society has not 
stopped. A record 1.5 million abortions were 
performed in 1976. (Records for 1977 are not 
available yet). 

Unemployed pregnant women still find it 
difficult to get a job. Those who are employed 
often have difficulty keeping their jobs. 

The adage “A mother belongs at home with 
her children” must be looked at in the light of 
today’s world, with inflating prices on only one 
entry level salary. 

In the spirit of Christian love, the San Diego 
diocese seeks to help the woman with a 
troubled pregnancy through Sister Barbara 
Welliver’s Unwed Mother Program, and to help 
prevent unwanted pregnancies with the- 
Responsible Parenthood Program. 

The diocese is also pioneering Parish Child 
Care Centers designed to give neighborhood 
care with a Catholic perspective to children of 
working parishioners. 

Sister Barbara’s program has achieved 
national fame and is used as a model in several 
areas throughout the nation. 


The program helps the pregnant, unwed 


mother, Catholic and non-Catholic alike, with ~ 


the practical problems of pregnancy—housing, 
clothes, doctors, food, jobs, money, counsel- 
ing, education. 


If the woman decides to keep the child, she is 
taught the basic skills of motherhood. If she 
wishes to give the baby up for adoption, she is 
offered counseling services. Childbirth classes 
are available, also. All of this is offered free. \ 


Responsible Parenthood teaches couples to 
recognize fertility signs within the woman's 
cycle. It is a natural, responsible and 
cooperative method of birth control which is 
endorsed by the church as well as several 
women’s groups.: The effectiveness of the 
fertility awareness technique varies from 95 to 
98 percent. 

Should an unwanted pregnancy occur, and 
the woman decides she is not in a position to

Catholic civil rights priest answers attacks 


Why shouldn't bishops speak

A vigorous and ruthless attack against the 
Catholic bishops is occurring. It started early 
this summer when the National Abortion: Rights 
Action League (NARAL) issued a flyer 
headlined “Who Finances The Anti-Abortion 
Movement?” and listed the contributions from 
Catholic dioceses to the National Committee 
for a Human Life Amendment (NCHLA). Since 
then, virtually every pro-abortion group in the 
country has lambasted the bishops, and lately 
the same theme has been loudly trumpeted by 
the national news media. 


The National Organization for Women 
(NOW), moreover, claimed that the National 
Council of Catholic Bishops is at the center of a 
“reactionary Coalition” involving the Ku Klux 
Klan, the John Birch Society, the Christian 
Crusade and the National States Rights Party. 


THIS ALLEGED COALITION, NOW charged, 
was aimed at intimidating legislators and 
depriving women of their “constitutional right” 
to abortions. And worst of all, NOW contends, the 
bishops’ involvement in the ‘abortion

into the act during their coverage of the Hyde 
Amendment debate at the end of November. 
Cronkite, too, focuses on the bishops’ 
contributions to NCHLA, and raised the pointed 
question, does this violate separation of church 
and state? 

For an answer, he turned to Alfred Moran, a 
Planned Parenthood spokesman, who told him 
just what he wanted to hear, speaking, along 
the way, of “the Roman Catholic bishops and 
other extreme religious groups.”

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CRS refutes charge that its 
aid is tied to U.S. 


KANSAS) CITY (NC)— 
Accusations that Catholic 
Relief Services are the 
“‘handmaiden to U.S. 
foreign policy interests” 
were refuted last week by 
the executive director of 
CRS, Bishop Edwin Broder- 
ick. 


The allegations came in 
the National Catholic Re- 
porter weekly newspaper 
published here. ; 


“THERE IS nothing wrong 
with CRS helping those who 
need help,” an NCR editor- 
ial said. “There is some- 
thing wrong when CRS 
primarily helps those the 
U.S. government decides 
need help. The U.S. govern- 
ment decides not on the 
basis of need, but on the 
basis of usefulness to.U.S. 
aims.” 


Bishop Broderick, in a 
statement Jan. 13, said 
CRS ‘‘does not have to 
apologize that it is Ameri- 
can as well as Catholic.” 


In making decisions 
about the allocation of 
assistance funds and re- 
sources, “CRS is following 
its own policies and object- 
ives,’’ the bishop said. 
“Often, these coincide with 


the humanitarian policies 
of the government.” 


HE POINTED TO the CRS 
“independence of action” 
in aid to Ecuador, Egypt and 
the sub-Sahara region of 
Africa. 


“Contrary to the reports 
in NCR, the initiatives are 
taken by the recipient 
agencies. In our case, the 
government, assists the 
humanitatian! work of CRS, 
not vice versa.”

credible the spiritual di- 
mension of Damien’s life of 
heroic sacrifice. The result 
is a triumph of the kind of 
intimate theater that is so 
compatible with the tele- 
vision medium. Even more 
to the point because of its 
subject, Damien is a prime 
example of religious drama 
at its best. 


THE TELEPLAY opens in 
1936 with Damien’s human 
remains being exhumed 
from Molokai for return to 
his native Belgium. With 
the funeral music of the 
lepers and the pounding 
surf. as background, Da- 
mien’s spirit begins remin- 
iscing about his arrival in 
the islands, his ordination 
in 1864, how he first per- 
suaded the bishop to assign 
him to the quarantined 
leper colony, and his work 
there. - 


The language of the play 
is most eloquent in describ- 


‘ing the plight of the le- 


pers—the festering open 
sores which Damien sees 
as the wounds of Christ, the 
3,000 requiems he has said 
in his 16 years on the 
island, the barren rock 
prison into which lepers 
and their supplies are 
dumped overboard by 
ships too afraid to dock.

Do you ever need to locate a particular 
biblical verse but can’t remember where it 
is? Or perhaps you remember in general, 
but can’t come up with the exact quote. 


For centuries, scripture scholars have 
used a reference tool known as a 
concordance. Except for a few of the most 
common articles and prepositions, every 
word used in the Bible ‘is listed, in its 
context. 


In this particular edition, the New 
American Bible is the basis, and there are 
over 300,000 listings from “a gallup” to 
“Zuzim.” In between are words such as 
“Lord,” used 7,827 times, and “man,” 
used only 2,497 times. Obviously, the 
more one knows about the verse, the 
easier it is to locate. : 


This is a marvelous work of scholarship, 
and invaluable to the field of scripture 


studies.
